Recently the Faculty of Music acquired sixteen 16-mm. sound films of 
performing artists of the first half of this century, part of the 
private collection of Mr. Leslie P. Thatcher, a Toronto producer. 
Although made between 1936 and 1947, they are all in excellent condition, 
each approximately ten minutes in running time. We will show 5 films. 


EMANUEL FEUERMANN, ‘cello (1902-42) - owned a rare Stradivarius ‘cello. 
Studied with Anton Walter in Vienna and Julius Klengel in Leipzig; taught 
at Cologne Conservatory and Berlin Hochschule fllr Musik. Made his American 
début with the N.Y. Philharmonic in 1935.

MILDRED DILLING, harp (b.1894) - studied with Louise Schellschmid*-—Koehne 
and Henriette Renié.

IGOR _GORIN, baritone (b.1908) - graduated from the Vienna Conservatory in 
1930, later sang with Vienna Opera and Czech State Opera, also toured 
extensively in Europe as a recitalist. Came to the U.S. in 1933, became 
an American citizen in 1939, and sang with leading orchestras and performed

WILLIAM PRIMROSE, viola (b.1903) - learned to play the violin in his native 
Glasgow; was encouragal by Eugéne Ysaye in Belgium to become a violist. Was 
first violist between 1937-42 under Toscanini in the N.B.C. Symphony, and 
became well-known after that for his chamber work, establishing the Wm. 
Primrose Quartet in 1939 and playing with the Festival String Quartet 
beginning in 1956. He was knighted in 1953 by Queen Elizabeth, and is presently 
editing the viola forum in the American String Teacher's Magazine. He is 
perhaps best known for the fact that he commissioned Bartok's viola concerto, 
left unfinished at his death and completed by Tibor Serly (first performed in. 
Minneapolis, 1949).

IGNACE JAN PADEREWSKL, piano (1860-1941) (film made at age 76) - Charismatic, 
fabulously successful pianist, who for female idolatry and material gain 
(reputedly about $10 million) surpassed even Paganini or Liszt. Poorly trained 
to the age of 12, he achieved everything he did at the piano through sheer 
determination: for example, at the Warsaw Conservatory he was encouraged to leave 
the piano and ‘try another instrument; when he finally studied with Leschetizky 
in Vienna (1884-7) the latter threw up his hands in despair at the prospect of 
teaching him, even though he was to go on to become his best known pupil. 


Paderewski's style and presence were unquestionably what drew people to him, and 
lived in a manner befitting his fame. With his private rail car, his entourage 

of his wife, chef, butler, piano tuner and his wife, etc., the quasi-royal proc- 
ession conquered America on his first tour in 1891 (117 concerts), and he continued 
‘o tour the globe until very late in life, appearing in the U.S. for the last time 
in 1939. 


He was an important figure in the early years of the new Polish State created in 
the aftermath of the First World War, becoming its first premier in 1919, and 
later, in 1939, was appointed the president of the Polish government in exile in 
Paris after the invasion of Poland by Hitler. 


He composed a number of works for the piano (though seldom heard today) and edited 
the complete edition of Chopin's works for the Polish Institute.
